NORTH COUNTRY, SCOTCH, AND LANCASHIRE COALS. 


S1r,—It must be particularly gratifying, both to the Scotch and Lanca- 
shire colliery owners, to observe the success which has attended the efforts 
of the North Country owners to get coal other than Welsh upon the Navy 
Lists; because, inasmuch as it is admitted that most of the Scotch and Lan- 
cashire coal is far superior to the picked specimens of North Country coal 
—that of Northumberland and Durham—there can now be little difficulty 
in securing a fair share of the Government patronage to every steam coa 
district in the kingdom. I do not doubt that some expense will have to be 
incurred to ensure the same amount of justice being done to Scotland, 
Lancashire, North Wales, &c., as has already been accorded ‘to Durham 
and Northumberland; but, if the coalowners of the several districts make 
common cause, and go upon the broad principle that every colliery pro- 
ducing good steam coal should have a proportion of governmental patron- 
age, I believe the expense might be reduced to a mere trifle for each colliery. 

The report of Sir H. De la Beche and Dr. Playfair admitted that Fifeslire 
coal was superior to Durham and Northumberland coal—each pound of 
the former evaporating 8°46 lbs, of water on the average, whilst each pound 
of the latter evaporated 8°01 lbs. only. From the ports of the Forth and 
Tay large supplies of steam coal are sent to the Governments of Russia, 
Prussia, Sweden, Denmark, and Norway. These coals keep their ground 
against the competition of all others, and it seems anomalous that the same 
coals are not even permitted to compete for the supply of the British Navy. 
It is very traly said that the evil of this exclusive system is not simply to 
deprive the Scotch coal of participation in the Admiralty contracts, but, by 
giving a fictitious value to the coal admitted, to render the Scotch coal un- 
saleable in distant foreign stations where its quality is not known. Again, 
the price of Scotch coal is little more than half that of Welsh, and it is not 
subject to equal depreciation. 

I believe the best course to adopt would be for the coalowners of the se- 
veral districts to meet, and appoint half-a-dozen independent men to ascer- 
tain the evaporative power of the coal from (say) 20 mines in each district, 
and, upon the result being ascertained, the list should be laid before the 
ape authorities, with the request that every coal in the kingdom should 

admitted to compete, and that all orders should be given out for coals 
of a certain evaporative power, and not giving more than a fixed quantity 
of smoke. All coal not up to the standard should be liable to be returned 
on the coalowner’s hands, at his cost. If this were done, every district 
would be enabled to compete successfully, for, by the coals from the seve- 
ral seams in a given district being properly mixed, the necessary qualities 
could be secured.— Glasgow, June 25. Export. 





Dr. PERCY ON THE FORMATION OF GRANITE. 


Sir,—During my last visit to Portugal, I was rather surprised on notic- 
ing, whilst perusing one of your wide-spreading Journals, the remarks of 
Dr. Percy on Granite Formation. I was not aware that one from his school 
would broach such an opinion, and openly state “‘ that he objected to the 
theory of geologists who have laid it down as a law that granite was formed 
by plutonic agencies;” and, says he, “there are certain difficulties which 
have always been in the way of accepting this view of the subject, at all 
events to those who have been Practicals, and accustomed to make experi- 
ments on the fusion of mineral substances at high temperatures, as seen by 
examining the condition of quartz; it is always found in the crystalline 
condition, with a specific gravity of 2°6, with not a single instance known 
to the contrary.’ Hence, he continues, * there is reason to believe that 
rock quartz never was fused, for the moment silica is fused, no matter in 
what condition it was previously, a peculiar glass-like colloidal mass is 
produced, with a specific gravity never exceeding 2°3; therefore, there is 
good reason to conclude that granite could never have formed under a 
high temperature.” 

I never met Dr. Percy, neither have I seen any of his writings, but cer- 
tainly in these remarks he haa given the public a common sense view of 
the subject, when he openly says that granite could not form undera high 
temperature. Our leading geologists and Plutonions have ever laboured 
hard in attempting to prove that the interior of the earth’s crust is granite 
rock, and the centre fire, and that the hills were thrown up by past vol- 
canic eruptions, Are they aware that one-half of the hills are formed of 
what is commonly called granite, distinctly showing the silica, of which 
over half of these rocks are composed, and the whole of it in crystals, 
showing no sign of ever having been melted? If we take Dr. Percy’s 
view of granite never having passed the fiery ordeal, I may safely ask 
what becomes of this vague theory, which all our Professionals and Plato- 
nions have laboured, and still are labouring, to make the public believe in ? 

For the past 20 years I have opposed the chimerical theory of mountains 
being the remains of volcanic eruptions, and have written over 20 letters 
combating it, and I say again mountains are nearly all crystallisations, and 
but few of them contain more than three or four substances. Six-sided 
quartz will grow from rocks in six months, or even from the sides of old 
levels. Many Professors argue that the native copper at Lake Superior 
was melting when it formed there; I have a specimen by me $ native 
copper, } silver, and $ quartz—the copper, silver, and quartz all distinct. 
Will one of these Professors of the Plutonic Theory show me how to put 
silver, copper, and quartz into a pot and melt it, and bring out the copper 
in a lump, with the silver in pure globules dispersed through it, and the 
silica in six-sided crystals, with a specific gravity of 2°6? Real volcanic 
mountains have not the true specific gravity of the adjoining rocks, neither 
are there lodes, elvans, or faults in them; they are only as scoris from a 
furnace, and will ever remain dead to nature, further than their decomposi- 
tion forming a vegetable soil. N. Ennor. 


THE ST. JUST UNITED DISTRICT. 


S1r,—The mines in this district are owned principally by local share- 
holders, who have worked them fairly as an investment, not desiring to be 
mixed up with market operations. It is thus that, with perhaps the single 
exception of Pendeen, we hear little of the progress of mining in this 
parish. Having this week inspected several of the mines, I was much 
pleased with the improvement which the past twelve months have pro- 
duced in that part of the parish which is known to the inhabitants as South St. Just. 
Only a few months since, Little Bounds Mine, now recognised as St, Just UNITED, was 
a silent waste, and the only building to be seen was a dilapidated engine-house, stand- 
ing on the edge of a precipitous cliff. There are now in fall work 80 heads of stamps, 
two winding-engines, and a draught-engine—all in excellent condition. There are also 
several miles of levels cleared and laid with tramways, with new siafts sunk, at aheavy 
cost, to proper!y open up rapid and i ications. The mine is now in a 
position to make large and increasing returns ; even with the present low standard, 1500/. 
worth of tin monthly can and has been returned for the past few months. Considering 
the short time since the commencement of operations here, the amount of work executed 
reflects credit on the ability and energy of the manager, 

Care CoRNWALL Consois ts situated picturesquely, on a bold promontory facing the 
Atlantic Ocean. The lodes—enclosed in killas, of a precisely similar character to that 
of Botallack and other mines lying on the coast—are a continuation of the St. Just 
United lodes, several of which form a junction near the old engine-shaft, at the extreme 
western point of the Cupe, and may be easily intersected by a short cross-cut. It is 
somewhat strange that this was not done during the last working. There is nota more 
interesting place on the western coast to the geological student than the cove which 
separates Cape Cornwall from St. Just United. Here he can see, almost at a glance, 
most of those geological features the influence of which is looked upon as so important 
to successful mining. The junction of the granite with the killas is markedly distinct, 
and the transition of the latter into altered slates and greenstone {s attended by curious 
and interesting veins of actinolite, alternating with indurated siliceous layers. A large 
granitic elvan also traverses the slate, with several granitic courses, which, varying 
from lin. to 2ft., hold a persistent course along some of the east and west divisional 
planes. ‘This is all seen most clearly at low water. The engine-shaft was sunk by the 
former company below the 90 fm, level, when they became disheartened by not finding 
those deposits of copper which they anticipated, careless of, or perhaps ignorant that they 
were leaving unstoped valuable reserves of iin. These will be available to the present 
company, and from which they will be enabled to make returns as the water is forked, 
which, as usual in this district, is very little. The bottom of the present shaft cannot 
be far from the granite, in which, doubtless, valuable deposits of tin will be discovered. 
I observed that the engine-house was ready to receive the engine, which the engineer 
was actively engaged in putting in, and who informed me that he hoped to complete 
his work by about July 20. The engine is a 30-in. cylinder, and will, in addition to 
stamping, keep the water. Some capital stones of tin were to-day broken from the end. 
I have a strong opinion that this will prove a profitable speculation, 

East &t. Just Unrrep is immediately east of St. Just United, with the same lodes, 
many of which are large, and have been worked for ages past by the old tinners to as 
deep as the water would permit. From the vast extentof these backs, immense returns 
of tin must have been made. At a shaft now being sunk, and which is only a few 
fathoms from grass, | saw some of the best tinstones that ever came under my notice, 
worth, I should say, neatly 607. per ton. This would seem to be a valuable property. 

Sr. Just Consots.—On the 25th inst. I was underground here, and was mach surprised 
at the improved appearance of the Guide since I saw it in December last. It was then 
poor work, leaving but a small margin as profit. There is now a course of tin, of much 
improved character, worth, as well as I could judge, 5s. or 6s. a sack, say 50/. per fm. 
This is dipping east, and if it should hold down the returns, as soon as water can be had 
for the stamps, will be large. This isa much more promising mine than I thought it 
‘was some months sirce, when operations were commenced, and it would be more quickly 
developed by the erection of a small engine, so that the returns may be continuous and 
increasing. At present the best months of the year cannot be made available, in con- 
sequence of the scarcity of water. It must be owned that South St. Just, against which 
an anseasonable prejudice formerly existed, is returning large quantities of tin, and pro 
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is that large and strong lodes are numerous, and can be seen in the ciiffs,on many of 

which adits have been driven, and which should be further extended. Tin lies all over 

the neighbourhood, and can be found anywhere after a little search, the granite itself

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 

With reference to the French iron trade, it may be noted that the St. 
Dizier market preserves a quiet appearance; a small current of business 
continues, but there is no animation observable; on the other hand, prices 
are sustained, and do not display any downward tendency. Some small 
orders have been received for refining pig; one lot of charcoal-made has 
been dealt in at 47. 12s. per ton, and some other orders have not been sa- 
tisfied, in consequence of producers refusing to sell at less than 4/. 14s. per ton at St. 
Dizier. The resistance of proprietors of blast-furnaces to the present rates can be readily 
understood, when it is stated that quotations are, for a great many of them, below the 
return price, and even for the best favoured producers on the verge of losses. The in- 
creasing scarceness of charcoal-made pig is also a reason which encourages holders of

for No. 20, according to quality. The new trefilerie at Chancenay is about to acquire 
increased activity, its motive power being aug ted by the addition of a 20-horse en- 
gine. The futore of the coke-made fabrication in the Champagne group attracts more 
than ever the attention of foreign coalowners, and a proposal has been made for a direct 
line to put in communication the works of the Haute-Marne and the collieries of the 
Couchant de Mons. This project originated in Belgium, and preseats itself under the 
auspices of industrialsand proprietors of the Nord. ‘The line would commence at Pom- 
mer (a station on the Hainaut and Fianders Rallway), and would terminate at Mon- 
taigu (on the Ardennes line), touching at Bavai, Etreux, Guise, Marie, &c. The new 
route would reduce the distance separating the two centres by 3744 miles. A company 
proposes to apply for a concession of this line at its own risks and perils, soliciting 
neither subvention nor guarantee. The length of the line would be 6844 miles,of which 
593% miles would be on the French territory, and 934 miles on the Beigian soil. The 
committeee of coalowners in the Pas-de-Calais has proceeded to the annual renewal! of 
its bureau, and has re-elected M. Bigo as president, and M. Degouve-Denancques as 
secretary. At the same sitting the committee adopted the text of a petition which will 
be addressed to all the Councils-General of France on their being next assembled. The 
object of this petition is to obtain from these departmental bodies the expression of a 
wish in favour of a suppression of navigation duties. We have already referred to move- 
ments in progress in the Moselle group, and a few further details may now be affurded. 
At Liverdan, M. Barbe, of Nancy, and a Belgian company, are about to construct 
blast-furnaces. A mining working belonging to M, Barbe has also been just inaugu- 
rated. The Frouard Company has attached to its undertaking a distinguished practical 
metallurgist ; it appears probable that the operations of the company will acquirea fur- 
ther extension. At Pont-t-Mousson there will soon be three furnaces in activity; 
nearly 4000/7, has been expended this year in the installation of powerful blowing ap- 
paratus. At Noveant one establishment only is in operation. At Ars the forges of 
MM. Karcher and Westermann, and those of MM. Dupont and Dreyfas, present a marked 
development; there are now seven or eight blast-furnaces at this point. The Hayange 
house is installing elght blast-furnaces, adapted fora very large production, At Ottange 
an Old blast-furnace is being remounted, and a new one of large dimensions has been 
constructed. The operations of MM. Labbe and Legendre, and others, at Longwy, have 
been already noticed. At Herserange and Moulaine there are some admirably situated 
works, which are not in operation ; it is to be hoped that eventually these works will be- 
long to persons who will know how to turn them to account. A report jast presented 
to the shareholders in the Société des Hauts Fourneaux de Marseille et “es Mines de 
Portes et Senechas states that the exercise of 1863 showed a profit of 34,736/., which en- 
abled a dividend of 17s. 3d. to be distributed on the shares. Of this sum 8s. per share 
was paid on account on Aug. 1, 1863, and the balance of 9s. 34. per share will become 
payable on Oct. 1, 1864, In 1863 the gas business carried on by the company bas con- 
tinued a progressive course, and it appears probable that it will increase in proportion 
as the transformation of Marseilles becomes more and more an accomplished fact. The 
old town of Marseilles is disappearing, and the splendid town which will take its place 
appears likely to involve considerable additions to the ordinary business of the company. 
Reliance may be placed on @ probable extension of public and private lighting, and the 
profit which ts likely to accrue will belong to the company in its entirety, since by the 
effect of a treaty concluded in 1863, on certain determined conditions, the town of 
Marseilles has renounced the share which would otherwise have belonged to it after 
1873. The diast-furnaces, impeded by transitory difficulties, did not respond last year 
to the anticipations which the administration had formed respecting them. The works 
for which it has been necessary to provide for the erection of a third blast-furnace, the 
provision of sufficient motive-power, &c , acted unfavourably upon the retarn price last 
year, and reduced the profit. The company has now, however, emerged from this difi- 
cult period, and it appears probabie that the results of the exercise now in progress will 
show that the efforts made to establish the St. Louts blast-furnaces on a larger basis are 
beginning to tell, and the situation of the furnaces will, no doubt, remain favourable so 
long as they are enabled to run off their products on normal conditions. The Portes 
Colliery has hitherto been a dependency on the company’s Marseilles establishments, 
and some years will be required before It can attain an independent existence of its own ; 
at the same time, this colliery began in 1863 to yield a slight profit, which is likely to 
develope itself further ander the i | { d by works in course of execution. 
The two principal facts which mark the exercise 1863—or, rather, the exercise 1863-4 
—are the issue of a loan of 120,0007. and a contract concluded with the Paris, Lyons, and 
Mediterranean Kailway Company for the construction and working of a short line from 
Portes to Chamborigaud. F z 

The situation of the Belgian iron trade continues satisfactory. The ex- 
port movement acquires every day larger proportions, and a contract for 
3600 tons of rails has been concluded with a French house by MM. de 
Dorlodot Fréres, The price is said to be high, above 7/. 4s. per ton. 
Plates are also the object of a very active demand, the Low Countries seeking them 
eagerly. Relations with Switzerland, Russia, Mexico, and Egypt continue to follow 
their course. The new import duty proposed to be levied on the entrance of iron into 
America, which has exerted some influence on English metallurgists, has scarcely pro- 
duced any effect in Belgium. The Egyptian Government has just given large orders for 
machines and plant to a Belgian establishment (the John Cockerill Company). Great 
activity continues to prevail, and everywhere there are proposals for new bulldings. 
Thus the Strépy-Bracquegnies Company has erected a second blast-furnace, which will 
shortly be put in activity. Other plans are also being matured. A royal decree, which 
has just appeared, authorises the establishment at Marchienne-au-Pont of an iron manu- 
factory, by MM, Gillieaux and Co, Pig is firmly held, especially refining, and an ap- 
proaching advance is anticipated. Iron remains without change, and is held firmly at 
the rates previously indicated. The coalowners of the groups of the Lower Sambre 
continue to press forward the importance of a prompt execution of the Tamines and 
taken to construct. With reference to the course of the Belgian export iron trade dur- 
Fleurus section on the line which the Tamines and Landen Company has under- 
ing the first few months of 1864, it appears that the orders received for pig have dimi- 
nished from France, Germany, and Holland. To England the exports of Belgian pig 
have, strangely enough, increased, for while in the first four months of 1863 Belgium 
only sent to England 5% tons of pig, in the corresponding period of 1864 she exported 
643 tons in the same direction. Germany now takes scarcely any Belgian pig, the ex- 
ports to that quarter of the Continent, which were 2809 tons in the first four months of 
1863, having fallen to 49 tons this year. Of the 18,797 tons of Belgian rails exported in 
the first four months of 1864 (as compared with 14,149 tons in the corresponding period 
of 1863, and 8439 tons tn the corresponding period of 1862), the Low Countries took 6862 
tons; England, 682 tons; France, 774 tons; Portugal, 695 tons; Spain, 8896 tons; 
Italy, 266 tons; Switzerland, 21 tons; Egypt, 400 tons; the United States, 200 tons; 
and other destinations, 3 tons. Orders for plates have also increased to a very large ex- 
tent, the exports having risen from 2500 tons in the first four months of 1862 and 1863, 
to 5000 tons in the corresponding period of 1864. France is the principal outlet for Bel- 
gian plates, having taken 2732 tons, while Holland received 1091 tons; Russia, 110 tons; 
England, 333 tons; Switzerland, 685 tons; and the United States,11 tons. The exports 
of iron in bars and merchants’ irons have also increased, having almost trebled since 
1862. They had been 5937 tons in 1862, and 10,174 tons in 1863, while in 1864 they 
reached a total of 16,720 tons. For iron in bars, &c., France is still the principal outlet, 
having taken 6807 tons, while Holland absorbed 4920 tons; England, 1092 tons (in 1862 
the corresponding total was only 14 tons); Switzerland, 1902 tons; America, 504 tons ; 
Austria, 185 tons; Italy,220 tons; Russia, 680 tons; Germany, 148 tons; the Hanseatic 
Towns, 122 tons, &c. After all, however, the export iron trade of Belgium is a very 
smal! affair as compared with that of England. For instance, while the Belgians are 
chuckling largely upon the fact that they have sent abroad in the first four months of 
18 ‘4, 18,797 tons of rails, the quantity of railway iron exported by England in the same 
period was 141,819 tons. E A + ie 

At Havre some demand has again arisen for Chilian copper, and two 
tolerably marked transactions have been noted—one of 100 tons, with de- 
liveries to be made in July, at 887., and the other of 100 tons at the end 
of August, at 887. 10s.; a lot of 80 tons, with deliveries at the end of 
August, also obtained 887. 10s. per ton. Copper has given way at Paris, and has been 
dealt in at the following rates :—English, 95/.; tough cake, tile, and best selected, at 
991. ; Lake Superior, at 1207.; Chilian, at §87.; red rolled, at 106/., and yellow ditto, 
907. (in ingots, 977.) per ton. Spanish copper is quoted at Marseilles at 96/.,and red 
rolled, fur sheathing, 108/.; yellow ditto, 967. per ton. The fall which has taken place 
in England has made itself felt, to some extent, on the Hamburg market, on which prices 
have retrograded; a greater activity is now, however, anticipated in the demand in 
consequence of this state of affairs. At Berlin and Cologne holders have been obliged to 
make some concessions, buyers refusing to pay the old rates. There is no change to 
note in the situation as regards tin; indeed, so far from improving, the article has un- 
dergone a very general depreciation. No great hopes were entertained with respect to the 
public sale which was to take place on Wednesday at Rotterdam, and the result of 
which has not yet reached us. Notwithstanding the contrary announcement made re- 
cently, and the declaration of the Society of Commerce that it did not Intend to put any 
other tin on the market before March, the stipulations and conditions of sale do not differ 
from preceding years. At Amsterdam and Rotterdam little business has been done, and 
there are sellers at 65 fils. Tin has been falling at Paris, Banca being quoted at 116/., 
brilliant Detroit at 114/., and English at 1097. per ton. On the other continental mar- 
kets there have been no striking transactions in the article, which has been generally 
obtainable on terms slightly below former quotations. Not much has been doing in lead 
at Paris; prices remain unchanged. The Marseilles market has been quiet, and leadin 
fusion has made 20/, 8s, to 212. 12s., and in shot, rolled, and in pipes, 227. 16s. per ton. 
At Rotterdam previous prices have been sustained, Spanish making 114% fis., and Stol- 
berg and Eschweiler 1214 fis. On the Hamburg market little business has been done in 
lend, and prices may be considered nominal. At Cologne the article has not been in any 
very great demand, and prices have displayed a tendency to fall. As regards zinc, we 
may note that rough Silesian remains sustained at Paris at 24/.

SEPARATING GOLD AND SILVER FROM QUARTZ, 


Gold and silver exist in their native state in more or less finely-dividel 
particles in quartz, rock, sand, or earth, either pure or mixed with foreign 
substances, The usual method of obtaining these precious metals is 
pulverise the rock or earthy matter containing them when necessary, ani 
mix the pulverulent dust or sand with liquid quicksilver, by stirring oragi. 
tation together, by which the metallic particles are sought to be brought 
into contact with the quicksilver, and dissolved by the said liquid metal: the earthy 
matter ig then separated from the amalgam, and the quicksilver subsequently distille 
off from the pure metal. But many difficulties have hitherto arisen to prevent thee. 
traction of all the gold and silver by this method. It is a well-known chemical lav 
that chemical affinities take place at insensible di»tances—that is, upon actual contact, 
To enable the quicksilver, therefore, to seize and absorb all the particles of the preciow 
metals contained in the metalliferous dust thus operated upon, it is essential that every 
separate particle should be touched by the quicksilver. Two hitherto insuperable dif 
culties have prevented this indispensible contact. The first is the fact that large por. 
tions of the gold and silver are found mixed and interblended with pyrites, sulphurets, 
and many other foreign and baser matters, which effectually coat over the outer surfaces 
of these metallic particles, and thus interpose between them and the quicksilver ao ob 
straction to their amalgamation. The second is the fact that very large quantitiesd 
gold and silver exist in the quartz and metalliferous ores and earth in an infinitesimally 
fine and comminuted state, so light as to float in the air, and run away on the wate 
which is employed in the various processes of washing and amalgamating. Besides, 
the difference of specific gravity is so great between the liquid quicksilver and this {0 
visible dust of gold and silver that it bas hitherto been found practically impossible » 
amalgamate and save it. The consequence is that not more than one-ha'f of the above 
named precious metals is now obtained by any known method of amalgamation. Mesn. 
Adams and Worthington, of New York, have provisionally specified an invention, the 
nature and design of which are to overcome these very serious difficulties. The metho 
of doing this is to redace the metalliferous earth, ore, or quartz to an impalpable powder 
or as nearly so as possible, sift it into a chamber or cytinder, and at the same time dist! 
into this chamber or cylinder the hot vapour of quicksilver through an atmospbereo 
which the sald pulverised dust falls or mingles, and the amalgamation instantly &- 
comes complete. The quicksilver distils at about 763° Fahrenheit. The vapour of the 
distilling quicksilver is, therefore, passed into the said chamber or cylinder, at or nat 
this temperature, while the metalliferous dust is sifted into the top of the said reserwi 
ata lower perature. In b ing mixed with the said vapour, the colder pulverisl 
quartz or earth reduces its temperature, and condenses it in intimate and absolate 
tact with every particle of the gold and silver ; the hot vapour interpenetrates the forest 
substances that coat over the surfaces of the said metals, absorbs the minutest partic, 
and effects a complete amalgamation of all of the precious metals which the said pal 
verised quartz, ores, or sand contain. Moreover, the fine dust of gold and silver, which 
runs away on the top of the water in all p of washing, is effectually saved. 
is confined in an air-tight cylinder or chamber, and mingled in an atmosphere of th

Numerous questions were then put from various proprietors to Capt. Carthew, who 
replied by expressing regret that any shareholder should feel disappointed at their pro- 
spects. He believed they had some cause for it, because hopes of better things were held 
out at their last meeting ; but circumstances had occurred, over which he had no con- 
trol, that produced an unfavourable influence upon thelr prospects. The tin market had 
gone against them, which he had no doubt made a difference in their sales of 5002. to 
6002, The 40, 50, and 62 fm. levels it was found could not be explored, for want of ven- 
tilation, until they completed the winze from the 40 to the 62 fathom level; this took 
nearly four months of their time. With regard to the general report, he hoped it would 
be satisfactory to the proprietors. All the bargains were working at a profit, although 
the lodes were not rich. He had much pleasure now in being able to assure the pro- 
prietors that the mine was in a perfect working state. They would require no further 
extras, except the 5s. call proposed to-day, to clear off the debt. The mine in future 
would be self-sustaining, and he hoped when they met next time to be able to show a 
more favourable balance-sheet. He had no doubt of being able to make profits at the 
present reduced price of tin, but should the market improve a little it would be greatly to 
their advantage. 

Mr. ANGwiy fully corroborated the above statement, and gave it as his opinion that 
no mine could be in a more perfect working state. Ile assured the meeting the captain 
was upon the mine early and late, that his whole energies had been devoted to make St. 
Just United what it is, and the results he had no doubt or fear of,—that the proprietors 
would have a rich and lasting mine. They were now sinking below the 62 fathom level, 
and he had no doubt they would soon get into rich virgin tin ground, as most of the mines 
in that district made their riches at and below this depth. A great deal had been said 
and reported as to the copper lode, and many of the proprietors had been much disap- 
pointed that they have not cut a rich copper lode in the 40 and 50 fm. levels, They had 
now tested these lodes at these points, but had not found copper to value, They had 
good tin lodes in these levels, and hopes are entertained that in depth they may have cop- 
per in the killas. It is right the proprietors should understand this, particularly as no 
such value as reported has been given to these lodes by the company or their agents. 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman, and the meeting separated. 


NORTH LAXEY MINING COMPANY. 


A special general meeting of shareholders was held at the company’s 
offices, Austinfriars, on Monday, for the purpose of considering and de- 
termining on the expediency or otherwise of passing a special resolution 
requiring the company to be wound-up voluntarily, 

Colonel Bazatcerrte in the chair. 
Mr. J. H. Murcuison (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 
The CrarrMan stated that before any resolution was proposed the 
board were anxious to afford the fullest information upon any point de- 
sired; but it would, perhaps, be well if the agent’s report were first read. 
Mr. O’Brien said, before the report was read, he wished to state that 
he thought the shareholders should have been furnished with a statement of accounts 
some days previous to this meeting, so that they might have known the exact position 
of the company. He had never before attended a meeting of the company, although he 
was an Original shareholder, and the object he had in being present now was to ascertain 
the precise general position of the company’s affairs. 
The SECRETARY explained that this meeting was a special one, convened for the specific 
object stated in the notice. Suppose it was agreed at this meeting to wind-up the present 
company, another meeting must be held not sooner than 14 days, and not longer than a 
month, to confirm or otherwise, so that every shareholder would have ample opportunity 
to consider the question, and give his decision before it was finally decided. 
He then read the report, as follows :— 


June 23,—In handing you my report on the North Laxey Mine, I wish to explain 
why it has been necessary successively to increase the amount of capital in order to its 
development ; and also to convey my reasons, from the present prospects of the mine, 
for advising a still further outlay. To do this I must remind you of the past history of 
the mine. Situate to the north, i diately adjoining the Great Laxey Mines, and in 
all probability on the same lode, the company was first created in consequence of a dis- 
covery of the lode, at the surface, on the south bank of the River Kennay, The lode 
when discovered was 1 ft. wide, and rich in gossanand lead. An adit level was started 
south, and an engine-shaft commenced to sink on the north side of the river, the reason 
for the situation of the latter being that up to that time all the runs of ore in Great 
Laxey had regularly dipped north. In sinking, however, to the 15 fm. level very little 
ore was found to the north of the shaft, but the principal deposit, about 5 fms. long, was 
a short distance to the south. We then sunk to the 27 fm. level, and drove north se- 
veral fathoms, without any favourable result; but on driving south again proved, in 
conjunction with the level above, that the dip of the ore ground was decidedly south — 
the original run of ore ground being here increased to 10 fms. long. The favourable 
character of the lode in this level induced us to carry it on to the extent of about 80 fms., 
upwards of 40 fms, being ore ground, varying in yleld from 5 cwts. to 1 ton of lead per 
fathom, and all having a southern tendency. After having so far proved the “dip” of 
the mine, we decided to commence a new engine-sbaft from the 27 in the ore ground, 
40 fms. to the south of the old one, and through it the operations of the mine have since 
been carried on. This shaft was sunk to the 38, in a variously productive lode, and a 
level driven south for 30 fms., in which we had 25 fms. of ore ground, even better than 
above. We then carried the shaft 12 fms. deeper, where the lode had a decidedly im- 
proved appearance in size and composition. A 50 fm. level has also been driven south 
25 fms., and up to the last 2 or 3 fms. we had ore ground all the way. After sinking 
the shaft 6 fms. below the 50, in a lode about 18 in, wide, and worth 1 ton lead ore per 
fathom, a decided change for the better came in, and with it a great increase of water— 
a good omen with regard to the lode, which then opened out to nearly 3 feet in width, 
and worth nearly 2 tons of lead per fathom, but to such an extent as to be beyond the 
controul of our pumping power. We have since, though under great difficulties, carried 
down the shaft 2 fms. below a 60 fm. level, and the lode has more than sustained its im- 
proved character. At the 60 a level is driven south 4fms., through a lode worth from 
1 to 2 tons of lead per fathom, and at the bottom of the engine-shaft the lode is now 
about 2 ft. wide, and worth 2 tons of ore per fathom. From what has been stated, it 
will be gathered that we have not followed up below the 27 the ore ground to its ex- 
treme length, nor would I have deemed {it prudent to do so if capital had allowed, but 
when the mine is deeper than at present it will form a very important object for a deep 
level, where, judging from what is transpiring near at hand, it will almost without 
doubt prove a successful result. I wish also to call your attention to the first run of 
ore ground north (referred to in an earlier part of this report), near to the old engine- 
shaft, and which was left at the 27 fm. level going down 10 fms. long. No level has 
since been driven north to prove how it may result below; and, judging from the ap- 

rance and value of the lode in the new shaft, and at the north end of it, I havea 
strong opinion that at this depth, between the new and old engine-shafts, valuable ore 
ground has set in northwards. With reference to both runs of ore ground now described, 
I would advise the sinking of the new shaft to 70 fms., and then to drive out levels on 
the course of the lode north and south. Up to last August the mine was carried on by 
means of a 36-ft. wheel, which did the pumping, drawing, and crushing. From the in- 
creasing depth, and more particularly the unexpected influx of water before named, we 
were lied to t the pumping power, reorganise, with additions, the whole of 
the pumpwork underg d, and plete the new engine-shaft from the 27 fm. level 
(at which it had been commenced) up to surface, in order to its being made of efficient 
use. We then supplied and fixed new pumps, erected a new 30-ft wheel, to which from 
the first wheel we have removed the winding machine, and in about another fortnight 
will also have completed the removal of the crushing mill, thereby reserving the whole 
power of the largest wheel for pumping the water of the mine. It will be seen from 
the report now given that from the 27 fm. level we have followed the productive ore 
ground as rapidly as possible, but that in doing so we have had to remove our workings 
from the north to the south end of the mine, to incur the expense of a second engine- 
shaft, and from it, by new levels, open out the mine into new ground, which, though 
highly promising and partially productive, was not equal to the burden of such addi- 
tional expense, After-all, taking into consideration the present prospects of the mine 
at its deepest points, than which few can offer better—the ore ground north and south 
requiring to be worked at a deeper level—the favourable position in which we now are, 
with machinery capable of working the mine to a depth of 100 fms.—and what I iay still 
more stress on than the actual value of the lode anywhere yet seen, the widening and 
generally improved tone of the lode from a little below the 50—I venture, with much 
confidence, to say that not only are these things sufficient to justify the outlay of further 
capital, but that North Laxey will yet be a permanent and good mine.—R. Rowe, 


A statement of accounts, made up to May 31, was submitted, which showed a balance 
of Mabilities over assets of 1060/., against which there was uncalled capital on the pre- 
ference shares, amounting to 420/.; so that the total liabilities to the end of May were 
about 640/., exclusive of the value of the machinery, plant, &c. 

The CHAIRMAN, in answer to questions, said that Capt. Rowe now recommended that 
an available capital of 50007, should be subscribed,and which would thoroughly develope 
the mine, though it might not be necessary to call so much. All the agents who had 
inspected the mine concurred in the opinion that North Laxey, when fully developed, 
would prove a good mine,——The SEcRETARY said that shareholders would, no doubt, 
remember that Capt. Henry James, whoinspected the mine about twelve months since, 
had given a very favourable report. 

The CHarRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that, with the view of obtaining the 
necessary capital for the further development of the mine, the directors had drawn out 
a plan, which he thought would prove acceptable te the shareholders. 

Considerable di then took place on the past management of the mine, and the 
reports given by Capt. Kowe at different dates. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired the terms upon which it was proposed to re-form the com- 

ny ?——The Secretary said it was proposed to form the new company in 5000 shares 
of 32, each, 10s. to be paid on application, and 303. upon allotment; 2950 shares were to 
be given to the present shareholders, with 2/7. paid, but not to be issued until three 
months after the formation of the company, and to be divided as follows :—1750 to the 
preference and 1200 to the holders of ordinary shares. The other 2050 to be offered first 
to the present holders and then to the public, realising the sum of 4100/., out of which 
the debts of the present company to the end of May, (say) about 600/., and the expenses 
of forming the new company, (say) 2507.,are to be paid, leaving 30507. to work the 
mine with, besides a reserve of 11. per share on 5000 shares. 

Mr. Rae said the directors had very good reason to believe that all the new shares 
would be taken up. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to # question, stated there could be very little doubt that the 
directors would take up their proportion of the new shares, but, of course, he could not 
pledge anybody but himself, He had already taken a considerable number of the pre- 
ference shares.——Mr. Rag stated that the Chairman was already one of the largest 
shareholders in the pany, and his fid in the ultimate success of the mine was

GENERAL MINING ASSOCIATION, 


The annual general meeting of proprietors was held at the offices of the 
company, Old Broad-street, on Thursday, 

Mr. Atrrep Cuarces Barper in the chair. 
Mr. Foorp (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and 
the minutes of the last were confirmed. 


The report of the directors stated that, in presenting their last report of 
the operations of the association, the directors were under the painful necessity of an- 
nouncing to the proprietors the heavy loss which had been tained in seq v 
the depreciation in the currency in the United States, and its effects upon the remit- 
tances arising from the sales of coal in that country. In the dealings with America 
last year this loss has been avoided, the payments for coal having been made in gold, or 
its equivalent value, and notwithstanding the unsettled condition of all commercial 
business with the United States, the directors are gratified in being able to state that, 
through the good judgment and caution of their agent, no loss has been sustained, and 
the coal has been paid for with the utmost regularity. The directors regret to state 
that a strike took place in February amongst the colliers employed at the Sydney 
Mines for an advance in wages, The strike had nothing either to justify or excuse it, 
the men not having one substantial grievance to complain of ; the wages they were re- 
ceiving being much higher than those paid in Great Britain; whilst the cost of every 
article of provision was at least one-half less than in this country. Under these cir- 
cumstances the directors felt it to be their duty to resist such a flagrant attempt at ex- 
tortion, wi.ich, if acceded to, would have been followed by a similar demand on the part 
of the colliers at the other establishments of the association. This uncompromising 
resistance to demands 80 unjustifiable, the directors are happy to say, has resulted in 
the return of the men to their duty, at the old rate of wages. Thesales and shipments 
of coal at all the collieries of the association during the past year amount to 343,652 
tons, the nett profits realised being 55,749/. 17s. 9d. Out of this sum the proprietors re- 
ceived, in January last, a dividend of 15s. per share; and the directors have now to 
announce a further dividend of 15s. per share, and a bonus of 5s. per share, free from 
income tax, making 35s. for the year (the two payments absorbing 43,750/., for which 
the warrants will be issued on July 18. 

The CHAIRMAN moved the adoption of the report, and stated that he should be glad to 
answer any question, or afford any further information, that shareholders might desire. 
Mr. Wooproorre enquired if the strike, referred to in the report, continued any par- 
ticular length of time? The CHAIRMAN replied, that {it continued between two and 
three months. When some of the men proceeded tocommit acts of violence, the Govern- 
ment sent up 100 troops, and the question was settled in a few days; 18 or 20 of the 
ringleaders were discharged, and now everything was going on well. 

Mr. PALGRAVE enquired if there was any scarcity of labour?——The CuainMAN re- 
plied that labour was abundant. The only thing the company desired when the strike 
took place was to get the men out of the houses, and put others in. Although the 
quantity of coal raised was not so much as it otherwise would have been, yet he did not 
think it would occasion any great loss, for instead of banking the coal, it had been ship- 
ped as it was raised, which was much more advantageous to the company. 

Mr. PALGRAVE observed that, satisfactory as was the position of the company, it would 
have been much more so had it not been for the strike. ——The CuatnMan said it was 
not altogether to be regretted that the strike had occurred, and so successfully put down, 
as it might prevent the recurrence of such an event for many years to come. 

Mr. PALGRAVE thought great praise was due to all parties connected with the com- 
pany for having so successfully and speedily put an end to the strike, for the strike which 
took place among the Australian Agricultural Company's workmen continued some 12 or 
18 months, and deprived the proprietors of their dividends. 

The CuatrRMan mentioned that the colliers at the time they struck were earning 7s. 
per day, and provisions were very cheap, meat being about 2d. to 3d. per pound.—— 
Colonel BouRNE supposed, at the time of the strike, there was a large quantity of coal 
banked.—The CuarrMAN said there was not, but shipping at that place was immediately 
suspended.——A Director having seconded the motion for the adoption of the report, 
it was put and carried unanimously.—--The retiring directors (Messrs. Alfred Charles 
Bridge and John Edward Bridge) were unanimously’ re-elected. Mr. Jas. Rennie was 
re-appointed auditor. <A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 











PORTUGAL IRON AND COAL COMPANY. 


The first general meeting of proprietors was held at the London Tavern 
on Tuesday,—Mr. George Freperick Young in the chair. 


The report of the directors stated that it was a great satisfaction tothem to be enabled 
to state that, so far as the proceedings have gone, they have tended fully to realise the 
expectations under which the company was formed. The necessary persons for com- 

mencing operations in Portugal were dispatched from England in November last, and 
active proceedings were begun at the mines inthe month of January. Inthe succeeding 
interval five mines of iron ore have been opened out, one of lignite, and one of coal. The 

following is a report on the position of the workings of the mines, addressed by Mr. 

Ferrie, the mine manager, to the managing director, on the occasion of a visit recently 
paid by him to Portugal :— 

“ Leiria, Aprii 23, 1864—J. D. Powles, Esq.—Dear Sir: Agreeable to your request, 
I beg to offer you the following statement as to the position and future prospects of the 
mining property belonging to the Portugal Iron and Coal Company. Since my ap- 
pointment as mining engineer to the company I have endeavoured to make myself 
thoroughly acquainted with the numerous deposits of iron ore and coal in the nume- 

rous concessions belonging to the company, and, after a very strict and careful exami- 

nation, I beg to offer the following remarks :— 

Iron OrRE.—It is now proved beyond doubt that the company are in possession of a 

very extensive and valuable field of rich iron ore, from which can be extracted a large 
quantity, either for smelting at Marinha Grande or for exportation. The cost of rais- 

ing this ore will be moderate. The above remarks refer to the mines now in full work 

at Marrazes, Pinheiros, Lovegadas, and San Miguel. At the latter mine we are now 
in a position to raise a large quantity ef ore. At this mine I have found considerable 
difficulty in opening it up, caused by the loose state of the superincumbent strata. 

Coat —Chao Preto.—The general appearance of this deposit is highly satisfactory. I 

have on several occasions practically tested the burning and coke-giving qualities of this 
coal,and I am of opinion that it would be found suitable for iron-making, steam, or 
household purposes. A mine is being driven which will in a short time open a con- 
siderable field of coal. ' 

WorksHorps.—After considerable difficulty workshops have been procured at Letria 
for our English workmen, and they are now actively engaged in making the necessary 
tools for the proper carrying on of the mines, I may here mention that we are obliged 
to make everything ourselves, Portuguese workmanship being found unsuitable for 
our purpose, When we had the pl of your pany here I made mention to you 
of the necessity of having proper plans made out of all the mines: those plans Mr. 
Clark is now actively engaged with, and when finished a tracing will be forwarded to 
London, In conclusion, I have again to congratulate the directors on the general good 
appearance of their mining property. I may here add, that I have had a sample of lig- 
nite, or brown coal, from Marrazas, which I have tested, and find it to produce charcoal 
of excellent quality. The Government engineer expresses himself in high terms as to 
the coke-giving qualities of this deposit. As the available quantity of lignite at this 
deposit is unlimited, the company may congratulate themselves in being possessed of 
a valuable addition of fuel for iron-making purposes. I have given orders to havea 
few cart-loads of the lignite extracted and calcined, to enable me to speak more definitely 
as toits value.—JamMEs FERRIE.” 

The mines have been continuously worked since the date of the foregoing report, and 
the quantity of ore extracted from them to June 4 was 2497 tons, The extraction of ore 
could be iderably i i, if there were any object in doing so at the present time; 
but until the first furnace shali be erected, which will not be accomplished for several 
months, the directors have ordered that the production shall not be carried beyond 200 
tons per week. The preparations for erecting the first furnace would have been in a 
much more advanced state but for an occurrence in the early part of the company’s 
proceedings, to which, being past, the directors do not wish more particularly to allude. 

The other iron mines belonging to the y will be vely opened out as oc- 
casion may require. The whole forms a very large mineral property, extending over a 
surface of 30 miles in length, somewhat larger in extent than the district of South 
Wales, which during the last half-century has produced iron to the amount of many 
millions. The average assay contents of the ore excced 50 per cent., and much of it 
highly magnetic. 

The number of workmen in the company’s service in May was—English, 6; Portu- 
guese, 125 (including one woman and two boys). Labour is plentiful. The mines are 
fully supplied with tools for carrying forward the works. In the survey of the conces- 
sions belonging to the pany made previously to the formation of the company by 
Mr. Mundie and Mr. Ferrie, the surveyors who were employed for that purpose, and 
whose survey was attached to the prospectus, it was estimated that the cost of raising 
the iron ore would be from 5s. to 78. 5d. perton. There is every reason to believe 
that this estimate is in excess of what the actual cost will prove when the extraction 
comes to be regularly carried on. 

With respect to the means of transport, two routes are at present open —the one by the 
Port of San Martinho, where vessels of about 150 tons can load, and the other by the 
Oporto Railroad, which has recently been opened, and which passes within 15 miles of 
Leiria, the present centre of the company’s operations. It willremain to be seen which 
will prove the most economical of the two; and it will be much to the company’s in- 
terest to promote the formation of a branch line of railway, that will bring the company’s 
property in connection with the Oporto Rai!way on one side and San Martinho on tho 
other. The directors believe that,taking into account the cost of extracting the ore, 
making !t into iron, and the transport to Lisbon, they do not run any risk of misleading 
the proprietors in expressing their belief that a largely remunerative profit will accrue 
from every ton of iron made by the company. The directors are happy to state that 
they have received assurances of the most friendly encouragement from the Portuguese 
Government and authorities, who necessarily take a great interest inan undertaking pro- 
mising such important results to the welfare of Portugal. The directors have had great 
satisfaction {n the friendly co-operation of Senhor Antonio da Siloa, Marques of Leiria, a 
shareholder in the company. This gentleman, who is the receiver-general in the dis- 
trict of Leiria, and an individual of the highest respectability and local influence, has 
done the company the favour to accept the appointment of resident agent of the com- 
pany at Leiria, in which capacity he kindly renders to the officers of the company 
whatever information or assistance they may require. The directors have only to re- 
peat the remark with which they commenced—that every representation contained in 
the prospectus on which the company was formed is, as they believe, in the course of 
being fally realised.

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Remarks.—The announcement made by the Government that they do 
not consider it their duty to recommend that this country should engage 
in war on behalf of Denmark is calculated to give encouragement to trade; 
although the proviso at the end of the ministerial statement, that should 
circumstances tend to the overthrow of the Danish Monachy they might 
be compelled to alter their determination, still leaves matters in a very un- 
certain state, it being yet quite impossible to say what turn the renewal of 
hostilities may take, and whether we shall be enabled to adhere to our de- 
termination not to take any active part in the war. As long, therefore, as 
these matters remain in abeyance we must expect a continued depression 
in commercial affairs, which are always unfavourably affected by uncer- 
tainty: indeed, a decision one way or the other would be better than the 
present state of things. We cannot, therefore, speak favourably of the 
Metal Market at present; speculation has quite ceased, and buyers for 
consumption are very limited; orders from abroad also are few and far be- 
tweeen, and general business is decidedly dull and flat.

Tue GrorocicaL Survey anp Royat Scuoor or Mines.—When 
the Prince of Wales visited this institution on Tuesday last (see Court 
Circular, June 29) his Royal Highness was treading in the steps of his 
illustrious father, the late Prince Consort, who first publicly opened the 
Museum of Practical Geology. The same gifted Prince, acting for his 
son, as Duke of Cornwall, founded two scholarships, of the annual value 
of 30. each, and in continuing these grants, the Prince of Wales is 
honourably and usefully encouraging an educational establishment which 
developes the mineral wealth of the United Kingdom, including his Royal 
Highness’s own Duchy of Cornwall. In addition to a general inspection 
of the geological maps, prepared by the surveyors, and the numerous spe- 
cimens of rocks, fossils, and minerals, several of the models interested the 
Princess as well as the Prince of Wales, particularly those of the Isle of 
Wight, and the coal field of the Forest of Dean; whilst a model of one of 
the mines belonging to the Prince at Holmbush, near Callington, 
attracted particular attention, as well as that which illustrates the gold 
mining in Victoria. Their Royal Highnesses, on their departure, ex- 
pressed to Sir Roderick Murchison their admiration of the building, and 
of the extent, beauty, and order of the collections.

IMPROVEMENTS IN Dressinc Gop anp SitverR Ores.—The appa-

We cannot but deplore this, for on such ground- | 
work alone can we arrive at any right conclusion as to the effect an increas- | 
ing supply or demand for silver may produce on its general value. No | 


one has ever disputed the fact that the great supplies from the silver mines | 


towards the close of the sixteenth century, or that since that time its value | 
has somewhat risen. What would be the result, then, of a large supply of 
silver to Europe may be readily conceived. This idea naturally carries us 
to Mexico, on which country the eyes of Europe have for some time past 
been turned with an anxious gaze, and whence, if from anywhere, will pro- 
bably come any large quantities of silver. 

Now, if the policy of the Emperior Maxtmitzan I, be as determined as 
that of the Emperor Naro.eon, who has set him on tbe throne of Mexico, 
the future of that country will undoubtedly be brilliant. Great, however, are 
the difficulties to be overcome by this new potentate, difficulties which his 
experiences as viceregent of Lombardy will have taught him the best means 
of overruling. In Mexico there is now to be seen in full play that most 
miserable and distracting of all disturbing qualities, the conflict of races. 
There are the Indian population, by far the most numerous; there are the 
Spaniards, descendants of the old conquering race; and there are the 
Creoles, or these of mixed Indian and Spanish blood. Now, to govern 
this uncongenial population will, we think, be one of the greatest tasks of 
its new emperor. If capable of amalgamating these opposite interests, 
whether by political tact or by the aid of arms borne by foreign merce- 
naries, Mexico must rapidly advance, since she possesses sources of national 
greatness which hardly any European kingdom can boast of. Her frontier 
stretches from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and we may describe her whole 
area as one vast mountain, The Cordillera rises abruptly from the sea, 
and forms a series of table lands; and, as the traveller enters Mexico from 
the south, the Cordillera branches east and west, and almost skirts the 
coast on either side. In the space between the mountains and the shore 
is the Tierra Caliente, with its burning heat and tropical vegetation. Ad- 
vancing inland, the climate changes to the perpetual spring of the Tierras 
Templadas, which lie on the slope of the Cordillera, and reach a height 
of 5000 ft. Advancing northwards still, and crossing a rocky sierra, you 
enter the valley of Mexico, and find yourself in the Tierras Frias, or cold re- 
gions; a little farther north of which are the districts of the silver mines, 
in the midst of a fertile country of maize. This last is the spot whence 
the coffers of Spain were filled in days of yore, and which may now, pro- | 
bably, again be the source of silver to Europe and the world. We cannot 
dismiss, however, the question of the Mexican silver mines, without aglance 
at the early political history of the country, for, in describing her history, 
we shall be pretty nearly describing the history of all the silver-yielding 
countries of South America also. Both Prescorr and Rosertson have 
narrated to us with wonderful interest the condition in which Corres found 
Mexico at the time he conquered it by Spanish arms, some four centuries 
ago; and how, with a handful of men, he all but annihilated the native 
population in his greedy thirst for the stores of precious metals amassed by 
the aborigines, For three centuries Spain maintained the dominion she then 
acquired over Mexico, and it was not until forty years ago that that yoke 
was broken, and the Mexicans established their independence. Since that 
time she has been known as arepublic; but her people, left ignorant of the 
very rudiments of self-government by their Spanish lords, have been kept in 
continual ferment by a series of such adventurers as Santa ANNA, by 
whom they have been induced to break faith with all the European na- 
tions who sympathised with them in their struggle for national freedom, 
until at last France was induced to step in, and, by the creation of an 
Emperor, has crushed out the last spark of her republican existence. 

If, now, out of this unsettled condition of things, Maxrm1LrIaNn proves 
himself capable of establishing a firm Government, and can offer security 
to European colonists, no production of his new kingdom will offer greater 
attractions to the foreigner, or will be likely to yield a larger revenue, than 
the silver mines. When worked with slave-power by the Spaniards, these 
mines yielded enormously; and why should they not be as profitable now, 





culties under which this patent laboured, its supporters were obliged tore 
sort to desperate measures in order to maintain it. 

It was pretended that a “dry arsenic acid,” containing water, was a well- 
known trade article previously to MEDLOCK’s patent; but in the absence 
of any price list in which dry arsenic acid was named, and with the incon- 
tinence of some of the plaintifi’s scientific witnesses, who let out that ar- 
senic acid altogether was rather a rare commercial product, difficulties 
were experienced in keeping up this delusion. Another device that was 
tried was to pretend that such formidable difficulties attended the prepa- 
ration of absolutely, or nearly absolately, dry arsenic acid, that for all 
practical purposes that substance was non-existent. 

In lending countenance to this little myth, Dr. Hormann was obliged 
to feign great ignorance about arsenic acid in general. All that he could 
state practically about its preparation was almost confined to some not very 
precise experiments made whilst lecturing to his class, and about the na- 
ture of the arsenic acid thus produced the only thing that he seemed to 
Absolutely dry, or anhydrous, 


when he made it by a process involving the application of ‘‘a most power- 
ful heat.” Notwithstanding this, he had made an analysis of a sample of 
hydrated arsenic acid more than a year ago: the usual way of making 
such an analysis involving the preparation of anhydrous arsenic acid. By 
what kind of management he had persuaded his arsenic acid to withstand 
the effects of his “‘ most powerful heat,’’ is best known to himself; for 
arsenic acid is resolved by a red-heat into arsenious acid and oxygen. 
Having edited Fownes’ book, in which one of the usual descriptions of 
arsenic acid occurs, and in which, as a matter of course, it is pretty plainly 
indicated that what chemists are in the habit of calling arsenic acid does 
really consist of nothing but arsenic and oxygen, he talked about his hav- 
ing written so needing to be excused. 

But the coup de grace to this theory of the formidable difficulties was 
dealt by Mr. Frevp, F.R.S., whom Mr. Nicuorson had described as his 
assistant, and rather suddenly and unceremoniously put into the witness- 
box. It is only necessary to heat to between 400° and 500° Fahr., and 
you get the anhydrous acid. So, in effect, said Mr. Fiery, when he was 
explaining how he made the analysis of some hydrated arsenic acid. 

Very amusing discussions occurred over the exact force and meaning 
of the word dry, which the plaintifis’ advocates desired to have applied to 
sherry, or to proceedings in Chancery, or to anything rather than the 
arsenic acid. The plaintiffs admitted many of the facts of the case. They 
avowed even that absolutely dry or anhydrous acid would not answer, and 
that without heating no colour could be manufactared; maintaining, how- 
ever, that in spite of the patentee’s assertion that the colour could be got 
without heating, no one would be liable to be deceived. The insufficiency 
of the criterion when the operation is terminated was likewise not con- 
tested, being proved by the plaintiff himself. But, argued they, a work- 
man would find it out, experience would teach him what to do. Only 
whether the “ tarry residue”? was a dye, or merely dirt—that was contested. 
On the plaintiff’s side some tarry residues and specimens of silk, dyed 
purple, were produced; whilst the defendants showed some wool of a dirty 
brown colour, dyed according to the directions given by the patentee. 

Mr. Grove, counsel for the plaintiff, defended the patent in a style quite 
in keeping with the case as presented by the plaintiffs’ witnesses. He 
talked of a certain solution which he said contained ‘500 per cent. of 
water” (sic); assured the Court that Dr. Miturr’s results, which were 
in opposition to the plaintiffs’ case, were really in accordance with it, the 
difference being *‘ within the limits of experimental error.” Anhydrous 
arsenic acid, which, as “ Gmetin’s Handbook ” (which was in Court) 
shows, had been prepared pure, and analysed by some half-dozen che- 
mists—and that a long time ago—was, according to Mr. Grove, almost 
an unknown substance. Finally, to the amusement of the chemists in 
Court, he said that, in fact, chemists had until quite recently taken mono- 
hydrate of arsenic acid for the anhydrous acid. 








LIGNITE. 


At the meeting of the Portugal Iron and Coal Company, on Tuesday, 
a letter was read from one of the Lisbon directors, containing an account 
of a visit he had just been paying to the company’s mine of lignite, which 
is just now being opened out, and which possesses interest from the cir- 
cumstance of so little being known amongst us about this class of fuel. 
This gentleman writes—‘ I found the cover, about 12 ft. high, of sand and 
clay removed to some extent from this abundant deposit of fossil wood. 
The men were cutting away about 3} ft. deep of this lignite, for the pur- 
pose of converting it into charcoal. This 3} ft. deep of the bed is pine wood, 
crushed into fragments, but still retaining all the appearance of felled and 
chopped wood. The charcoal made from this part of the bed is used by our 
smiths, They find it to give a very strong heat, and serve the purposes 
of the smithy perfectly well. The overseer had the lower and more im- 
pure part of the lignite bed also charred; but, though it burned well, it 
contained too much sulphur to serve for the smithy; but if ground up and 
mixed with the smalls of the charcoal of the upper part of the bed, and 





when we have satisfactorily proved that free labour is cheaper than slave 
labour? We know well that no system was adopted by the Spaniards in 
working the mines of any of their colonies in America; and if, with their 
rude machinery, and want of mining lore, they could make the mines of 
Mexico remunerate them so handsomely, it will be hard indeed if English 
miners, with their superior knowledge (and such will, undoubtedly, flock 
thither if only security be offered them by the new Government), cannot do 
as well as the old Spaniards. Again, every miner knows that the cost of 
working silver ore depends immensely on the price of mercury, as placed 
at his mines. What great advantages, then, does Mexico possess in this 
respect, adjoining, as she does, California, where such immense deposits of 
cinnabar have of late been discovered ? Modern improvements have, it is 
true, much diminished the loss of mercury, required in amalgamating silver 
ores, but the necessary loss of mercury by the most careful processes forms 
& most serious item in the cost of extracting silver from its ores. 

It has been roughly estimated that all the silver mines of the world yield 
about 10,000,000/. worth of silver per annum; this, of course, can be but 
an imperfect calculation, but we shall not, we think, be rash in supposing 
that if Mexico becomes what we think sl:e must, from her mines alone we 
may expect a half of that amount which is now our total supply. Such a 
vast importation of silver into Europe as would follow this event would, of 
necessity, affect the current value of that metal; and although it is true 
that as trade extends so must the demand for specie extend in proportion, 
yet it behoves us, in weighing the question of a new Indian currency, to 
weigh with due care all these points. 

For our part, as men of commerce, we earnestly desire a gold currency 
for India; and if the advantage of such a currency does lie on our side— 
which.the upholders of a silver currency maintain—we cannot see what gain 
there is in trackling any longer to the prejudices of the East Indian, who has 
hitherto repaid by ingratitude all our desires to concede to his notions; 
and even when we have almost sacrificed our national dignity thereby, has 
taken every opportunity to exterminate the English from his country.

Instead of its being proper to take the arsenic acid in the dry state, 
the best way to use it is to dissolve it in water, and make a very strong 
aqueous solution, absolutely dry arsenic acid being totally incapable of trans- 
forming the mixture of aniline and toluidine into dye. Allowing Mr.

EXTENSION OF THE SOUTH WALES IRON AND COAL 
TRADES—IMPORTANT PROJECT. 


A company, to which reference has frequently been made by our South 
Wales Correspondent—the Esnw Vate Company—has been introduced 
during the past week, with a capital of 4,000,0002,, in shares of 501, each, 
Messrs.’'Chadwick, Adamson, M‘Kenna, and Co. being the financial agents. 
The object of the undertaking is to purchase and further develope the 
business of the collieries and ironworks heretofore known as the Ebbw 
Vale, Sirhowy, Victoria, and Abersychan, the Pontypool Collieries and 
Iron and Tin-Plate Works, the Abercarn Collieries and the Chapel Farm 
Estate, the Wharves and Landing Stages at Newport, Hematite Iron and 
Coal Galeages in the Forest of Dean, and the Brendon Hills Carbonate of 
Iron or Spathose Mines, The estates comprise about 16,000 acres of 
mines, nearly one-fourth of which is under freehold land, which has been 
| acquired by the company. The rentals from the land, farms, and houses 
amount to about 14,000/.a-year. The works afford employment for more 
than 15,000 persons, and the present annual produce is 850,000 tons of 
coal, 130,000 tons of pig-iron, and 90,000 tans of rails and finished iron 
—quantities which can be largely increased. We are informed that the 
income from the real property of the firm amounts to as much as 50,000/. 
a-year, irrespective of the trading profits. Arrangements have now been 
made for the production of steel in large quantities by the Bessemer process. 

It is stated that all the properties are very favourably placed in regard 
to situation of works and facilities of transport. The coal and ironstone 
mines, which are now drained and proved, will supply the present con- 
sumption, without any material increase of dead charges or outlay of 
capital for upwards of 50 years, and with a small outlay will yield a fur- 
ther supply of 600,000 tons of coal per annum for household and steam 
purposes for a like period. It appears that especia) attention will be given 
to the manufactare of spiegeleisen, and the prospectus states that the very 
extensive and valuable mines of spathose iron ore in Somersetshire, be- 
longing exclusively to the company, are the only mines of their kind now 
being worked in Great Britain (excepting the small veins found in the 
Durham lead mines), When these mines are fully developed, the works 
of the company will possess advantages greater than any other works in 
the supply of this most valuable material for the manufacture of the best 
quality of iron and steel; and the cost of producing spiegeleisen (pig-iron) 
with this ore will not exceed half the present cost of spiegeleisen delivered 
in England from Germany, which country furnishes nearly the whole of 
the supply required for the present consumption. The purchase-mopey 
is to be paid, 300,000/. in two months, and the remainder by six half- 
yearly instalments of equal amount, with interest at 5 per cent. The ven- 
dors subscribe for shares to the extent of 500,000/. The whole of the 
names connected with the project are of high respectability. Mr. Abraham 
Darby, the principal proprietor and managing partner, becomes Chairman 
of the board, and will give the company the benefit of his experience as 
managing director for five years. In other respects the entire working or- 
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ganisation of the establishment will remain unaltered, and it is considered 
that the annual dividend will be such as to give satisfaction to shareholders. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


June 30.—The Iron Trade, upon the whole, has slightly improved dur- 
ing the last fortnight, bnt the improvement has almost exclusively been 
confined to the first-class makers. Rails are quoted 71. 2s. 6d. to 7/. 10s., 
and merchant bars 7/. to7/.7s.6d. ‘The opinion still prevails, and, in fact, 
has gained strength by the advent of rather favourable circumstances since 
my last report, that the old scale of prices will be maintained at the quar- 
terly meeting of the Staffordshire makers. ‘The vitality which has cha- 
racterised the Steam Coal Trade for some time past continues, and mer- 
chants’ books are well filled with orders. The enquiries from foreign 
markets are good, and the shipments from Cardiff, the principal steam coal 
depot, for the month of June have been considerable. House qualities show 
no change, and coke is in moderate request. A downward tendency still 
prevails in the Tin-plate Trade. 

The Ebbw Vale Company (Limited), to which reference has been made 
in previous reports, has been brought before the public this week, with a 
proposed capital of 4,000,0002. No less than 15,000 hands are employed, 
and the surface rents alone amount to 14,0007. per annum. Mr. A. Darby 
and Mr. J. Robinson, two of the partners, are directors of the new company. 

At the Bristol Bankruptey Court, on Monday, the last examination and 
disharge sitting was held in ve David Thomas Tongrefail, colliery agent, 
Mr. Abbot, who appeared for the assignees, offered no opposition. Mr. Hen- 
dersgn supported the bankrupt,and Mr. Clifton opposed on behalf of the British Matual 
Loan, Investment, and Discount Company (Limited), The bankrupt was examined, and 
he stated that he became surety tothe British Mutual Company for a man named WI!- 
Name for 1001.; Williams had disappeared, and the company served him witha writ. 
He defended the action, but the matter was afterwards arranged, and he paid the costs, 
and agreed to pay the balance due on the joan by instalments. This he failed to do, and 
he was put in prison by the company. Ills colliery was valued at upwards of 9000/., 
and if the assignees had been able to get that sum for it, there would be sufficient to 
pay all his debts in full. Mr. Clifton held that the bankrupt had brought himself within 
the clause of the Act which referred to the vexatious defence of an action. Mr. Com- 
missioner Hill said the “company with the long name” had no sympathy from him. 
Certainly the bankrupt had no right to defend an action to which he bad no legal and 
avaiable defence; but it was one of the most pardonable cases that ever came before 
him. As the loan company stood upon the letter of their bond, the order of discharge 
would be suspended for one dey.— Another case of reckless conduct on the part of a col- 
Mer was brought before the Aberdare magistrates on Tuesday. David Thomas, 67 years 
of age, was charged with smoking in one of the stalls at the Abergwawr Colliery, the 
property of Messrs. Powell and Son. Defendant admitted the offence, and hoped he 
would be dealt lenlently with, as he had worked 35 years underground, and had never 
before been brought before a magistrate. After a consultation, the magistrates an- 
nounced that they felt it their duty to commit the defendant, as the safety of the lives 
of others that worked in the pit, and the preservation of the capital of the owners, de- 
manded it. In consideration, however, of his age, he would only be sent to prison for 
the term of seven days. 4 . ee 

Several new operations have just commenced near the flourishing town 

of Neath, The Dynevor Coal Company have taken above 1000 acres of 
coal and other minerals, and are opening out two or three new day levels. 
Numbers of workmen are employed in making tramroads from the colliery 
to the Neath and Brecon Rallway, which is completed opposite to where it comes tothe 
line. Mr. Evan Evans, of the Neath Brewery, has also taken all the land adjoining the 
Dynevor Coal Compary ; for miles above this is only Just commenced, There are four- 
teen day levels opening out upon this property, which will be brought down by the last- 
named railway.

Re tue Liuannarry Hematite Iron Ore Company.—Two appeals 
in connection with the winding-up of this company have just been heard 
before the Lords Justices.

Stock, and also the Official Liquidator, The company was formed for the 
purpose of working iron ore deposits at Llanharry, Glamorganshire, but 
the enterprise soon came to a standstill from want of funds, Mr. Habuk- 
kuk, a contractor, to whom the company owed about 2000/., petitioned for 
a winding-up order, The proceedings from time to time have been duly reported in the 
Journal. The Master of the Rolls placed Sir P. C. Roney on the list of contributories for 
100 shares of 102 each, and Mr, Stock for 25 shares, Sir P. C. Roney appealed on the 
ground that the shares were given to him as “ free shares” by the promoters for becom- 
ing a director, The OM-ial Liquidator, on the other hand, contended that If Mr. Stock 
was liable at all he was liable for 50, and not for 25 shares, It appeared, however, that 
Mr. Stock had only attended one meeting of the directors, and being then told that 25 
shares qualified him asa director, he agreed to take that number. The Lords Justices 
confirmed the decision of the Court below on both appeals. It is surprising that gentle- 
men of the standing of Sir P. C. Roney and Mr. Stock should come into court with such 
a defence, as they admit that they allowed themselves to be made instruments of to in- 
duce the public to subseribe the capital, when they had not a single shilling in the con- 
cern themselves. If this is the way public companies are allowed to be brought out, the 
sooner some sweeping Act of Parliament is passed the better, in order to protect the 
public against such proceedings. It is stated, on good authority, that the cost of the li-

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 30.—The result of the Preliminary Meeting of Ironmasters, at 
the Stewpony Inn, near Stourbridge, to-day was, as anticipated, to con- 
firm the trade prices, bars being 9/7. 10s. per ton. On the whole, the de- 
mand for manufactured iron is fully as good as it was. No doubt there is 
a good deal of underselling, but from all the indications which can be dis- 
cerned a good demand for iron may be anticipated for the rest ef the year. 
Pig-Iron has been selling more freely, but the price is very low. The 
makers are apparently yielding to what they feel the necessity of the case, 
and are reglising at the terms they can get. A correspondent of the Bir- 
mingham Daily Post earnestly suggests that blast-furnaces should not 
**blow”’ on Sundays. The request seems to be a reasonable one. The 
practice urged is adopted at probably a third of the blast-farnaces in South 
Staffordshire, and those who have known both systems say that the result 
is perfectly satisfactory, that no inconvenience or loss occurs, and that, 
considering the boon to the men and the opportunity afforded for inspect- 
ing the machinery, it is a positive advantage. At the moment when wages 
are being reduced a concession of this nature would be peculiarly graceful, 

On another point the writer of the letter, however, is under a great mis- 
apprehension. He says—‘ The men have not forgotten that wages rose 
several weeks after the rise in iron, but they are falling before the price 
of iron has fallen.” This observation is full of confusion. In first place, 
assuming that he refers to the fixing of the price of manufactured iron 
by the ironmasters’ meeting, at the very meeting where it was agreed to 
raise wages 10 per cent., and rather more, the rise in the price of iron, 
was only in half the proportion, wages of puddlers being raised 1s. per 
ton, and the price of 10s. instead of 1/., as formerly. Of course, the ad- 
vance in wages was not granted without a fortnight’s notice, nor was that 
in iron—in fact, all the orders in hand had to be worked up at the old 
prices, and it was a well-known fact, after two more advances, that many 
of the masters were paying the high rate of wages, and only receiving 
prices agreed upon prior to the last advances, for months. At the pre- 
sent moment, though the trade rates ere not lowered, buyers are able to 
squeeze sellers, and to secure an actual reduction. As an invariable rule, 
the price of iron is never raised without the masters having a good many 
orders on their books, and it never falls unless there are very few; so the 
masters are some time in obtaining the advance, and at once feel the re- 
duction, and, as a rule, before it is nominally made. But the writer la- 
bours under another misapprehension. The trade prices have nothing to 
do with pig-iron, which is the article he is discussing, and it is well known 
that for the last two or three months that article has been almost unsale- 
able, and it is now at least a fifth lower than it was at the commencement 
of the quarter. These confusions of thought, however, justify the writer’s 
suggestion that masters should, to a great extent, talk over these questions 
with their men. 

In the article on the price of Spelter in last week’s Mining Journal you 
maintain the probability of the permanence of present prices. Another 
reason might be added to the one you give of that opinion. Spelter is 
largely used in “‘ galvanising ” iron, especially corrugated sheets; and this 


branch of manufacture is wonderfully increasing. New works are being 
put up, and great fortunes are rapidly being made by those engaged in the 
trade. And the uses to which iron prepared in this way may be put are 
so numerous and extensive that it is difficult to set a limit to the demand 
on this account. 

The Dudley and Midland Geological Society may, if it chooses (says 
the Birmingham Journal), do a really great work for the benefit of South 
Staffordshire. ‘The nature of this work was clearly indicated in a very 
able and interesting paper read by the secretary, Mr. Jones, at the last 
meeting of the society. At present, in the Staffordshire district everybody 
does exactly what seems right in his own eyes. In some instances, the 
larger iron and coal masters avail themselves of scientific appliances and modes of work ; 
but in the majority of cases the simplest, rudest, and most wastefal methods are prac- 
tised with a pertenacity which has nothing but ignorance to excuse it. If it were 
needful to prove this statement, we might point to the accumulated evidence published 
in our columns, by Dr. Percy—evidence which, we may add, is by no means exhausted, 
Mr. Jones now tells us that the district is “ waking up to the necessity for improved — 
that is, more scientific—methods of working its mines.” We hope this is true; but whe- 
ther Mr. Jones is over sanguine or not, it is at least certain that the plan he recommends 
to the Geological Society would have a most salatary influence in bringing about a 
better and more hopeful state of things. We entirely agree with Mr. Jones, that “ how- 
ever useful the society might be as affording recreation, or as providing a means whereby 
a taste for scientific research might be fostered among beginners, its leaders ought never 
to lose sight of the great importance of making it a vast machinery for collecting facts 
from all parts of this district, and in all the branches of natural science.” We agree 
also with the writer, that “the mineral resources of South Staffordshire have been, and 
still are, sadly wasted,” and we believe that a great deal of the waste arises from sheer 
want of knowledge of the means of preventing it. Such information might be readily 
and most usefully supplied by such a body as the Midland Geological Society, and we 
see no reason why, with perseverance, guided by sound judgment, the society’s Trans- 
actions may not “ become the standard authority on matters relating to mining in South 
Staffordshire, as those of the Northern Institute of Mining Engineers are for the great 
coal fields of the North.” The necessity tor some decided effort to improve the methods 
of working in Staffordshire is too clearly established to be denied. As to the awful 
waste that Is going on, there is an absolute concurrence of opinion, British and foreign ; 
and we confess that it is very hard to bear, without being able to contradict them, the 
statements which frequently appear in the scientific journals and other works published 
on the Continent. Take, for example, the following extract from the Annales des Mines, 
conducted by well-known scientific men, MM. Gruner and Lan :— 

“ The external richness, accumulated in such a narrow thickness, and over such a 
small space, has, for that reason, been the cause of an extraordinary amount of waste. 
On an average not more than half the coal is made available, and even at present the 
greater part of the small is lost. Thus, in a colliery working on the thick coal of Bil- 
ston, relatively well managed, which contained from 40,000 to 45,000 tons of coal per 
acre, the recent operations have only in reality ylelded—

BACK coccceccccccccccsccccescccoscoccccoocccccs 6,393831,493 tons, 
And even this result must be considered as unusually advantageous, for, in general, the 
produce of the thick coal, calculated according to the average of several acres, is no- 
tably less.” 

Comment on such a statement is needless. Between 13,000 and 14,000 tons ungotten 
out of an estimated quantity of from 40,000 to 45,000 tons; and even this is spoken of 
asan “unusually advantageous ” result! Surely it is time that something was done to 
improve this state of things; and we earnestly hope the Geological Society may see its 
way to take pait in bringing about the desired reform, 

Iron Trape, Nortu Starrorpsurre.—Ever since the formation of 
the Puddlers’ Union, the puddlers in this district have exercised most ar- 
bitrary proceedings in the different works, and in many instances have 
gone so far as to dictate to the masters whom they should employ, and who 
should be discharged. This dangerous power was attempted to be enforced at the works 
of Messrs. Josh. Bull and Son, Cliffe Vale, about three months since, when a new ma- 
nager was engaged by that firm, the puddiers struck work, and were out a week to pre- 
vent his coming. On this occasion a deputation from the Brierly Hill Association came 
over tothe works, and pointed out to the men the folly of their proceedings, and told 
them distinctly that the Union would not support them under such circumstance; the 
men, therefore, resumed work, and since then have gone on very comfortably, until just 
lately, when, it is supposed, acting under the advice and influence of the late manager, 
whois now in a subordinate position in the works, they have again dictated to their 
employers, and stated that unless Mr. Morgan, the manager, was discharged they would 
not work. Now,as Mr. Morgan has given every satisfaction in his various duties to 
Messrs. Bull and Son, they have again resisted this unprincipled and tyrannical attempt 
of the men; and the consequence is that the whole of the puddling-furnaces are now 
idie—the men having struck on Wednesday night last. When will the ironmasters 
combine to assist and protect parties sosituated, who will necessarily incur very heavy 
expenses? Messrs. Bull and Son have obtained summonses for fourteen of their pud- 
dlers, and the case will be heard before the borough magistrates of Hanley, on Thurs- 
day next, when it will be seen whether the law is not strong enough to punish such 
infamous conduct on the part of the men, and prevent a repetition of such mischievous 
proceedings at other works in the district. 





REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


June 30.—The tone of the Iron Trade is exceedingly sound and healthy, 
and there is a great fecling of confidence prevailing amongst ironmasters 
and merchants as to the future prospects of the trade. It is not considered 
that any attempt will be made to reduce prices from the official list of last 
quarter-day. ‘There is still an active demand for all descriptions of ma- 
nufactured iron, so much so that stocks are now reported to be very small 
indeed. But little business has been done in speculative purchases, and 
there is an evident permanent increase in the consumption. The question 
of labour and capital is still agitating some portions of the iron-making 
districts, and there is in many parts of Yorkshire too evident indications 
of strikes and lock-outs, The Yorkshire ironmasters are advertising in 
Staffordshire for workpeople who will accept their proposed reduction in 
wages. ‘The Coal Trade continues in a very active state at all collieries 
in Lancashire and Yorkshire, owing to the lock-out in the neighbourhood 
of Barnsley. During the past week we have visited the district of Barns- 


state that matters are approaching a terrible crisis. The struggle is ap- 
proaching a frightful attitude. On Wednesday next the notices which the 
masters have given to the workmen to eject them from their dwellings ex- 
pire, and a regular preparation has been made for the men with their wives 
and families to encamp in the open air, and to cover themselves with such 
tenting as they may be enabled to procure. The Union is allowing to the 
lock-outs 3s. 9d. per week, and 5d. per head for children, and these sums 
do not include anything for the maintenance of the wife. The non-union 
men have to get what they can from parish relief, but many have left the 
district in search of work in the neighbouring coal-producing counties. 
The delegates are out in various parts of the country soliciting aid to en- 
able them to maintain the struggle, and they have organised a system of 
subscriptions ‘rom districts where no established Union exists. The neigh- 
bourhood of Barnsley presents a sorry appearance. Collieries standing 
idle, and houses empty, afford a true indication of the desolation which 
exists. The offers of the coalmasters, and their inducements to get work- 
men from foreign districts, appear to be frustrated, for in cases where men 
have been induced to goto a pit one day, the lock-outs have induced them 
to leave the next. So far, the greatest quiet appears to prevail, and there 
is an amount of religion mixed up with the movements of some of the lead- 
ing men who are locked out which makes their speeches resemble the lan- 
guage of the cant preacher. 

The delegates are going about preaching in various coal-producing dis- 
tricts, where the greatest harmony prevails. This evening (Thursday) a 
deputation from Barnsley visited the colliers of Clay Cross, and at seven 
o’clock they addressed an assembled body of men froma cart. The old 
arguments were used of men working 14 hours per day, and giving 26 and 
27 ewts. to the ton, and both these measures were severely condemned by 
the speakers. There was only a small attendance, and the spectators hardly 
appeared to understand what was meant by the assembly. The meeting 
was opened with singing a hymn, and closed with the finale of ‘ amen.” 
The speakers declared that the colliers of South Yorkshire had determined 
to struggle till death for the object they had in dispute, and the deputation 
announced that the feeling all over England was that the colliers of South 
Yorkshire should conquer. 

There is a talk of another large firm in Yorkshire being converted into 
a limited liability company, and of a largely increased works, the particu- 
lars of which we shall be in a position shortly to announce. 





The local stock and share markets have been better supported this week, 
and there is a renewal of a better feeling amongst mining speculators, 
though at present there has not been any great outlay in mining stocks.

From this period to 1774 the pro- 
daction left a nett profit of 1,200,0002., after having paid 240,0002. for ex- 
nses of working and the establishment of two hociendas at San Antonio 
pomegla. From 1794 to 1801 the nett profit wasstill 1,200,000/. ‘The 
Veta Madre at Guanajuato, comprising some direct ramifications, pro- 
duced from 1766 to 1825, judged by the fifth paid to the Crown, and the 
accounts kept, 45,187,1572. The Valenciana Mine, to the north of the 
town of Guanajuato, was first worked by some poor people, but at a depth 
of 80 yards they met with a vein which produced from 1788 to 1810 an 
annual average of 276,639/., which left to the workers a clear nett profit 
of 105,540. If it be desired to form an idea of the fabulous sums ex- 
led in the working of these great mines, the case of the Valenciana 
Mine may be cited by way of illustration. Thus the different pits sunk in 
the working of this mine cost the following sums:—El Tiro Viejo de San 
Antonio, 79,2002.; Burgos and San Ramon, 16,400/.; the hexagonal pit 
of Nuestra Senora de Guadaloupe, 140,000/.; and, finally, El Tiro Ge- 
neral commenced in 1801, and stopped at the period of the revolution— 
or rather the revolt from the yoke of the parent state—when it had at- 
tained a depth of 635 varas, or 1693 ft., 200,0002. The Santa Anita Mine, 
situated on the Veta Madre de Guanajuato, on which a pit known as the 
San Miguel was sunk at an expense of 140,000/., gave a first profit of 
9,200,002. The vein of Catorce, in the province of San Luis Potosi, was 
jo fall working from 1781 to 1783, and Father Florés, of the Company of 
Jesus, received for his share during those two years the sum of 700,000/. 
The Catorce mineral, it may be added, sold on the opening of the mine at 
4s, 24, per Ib. ‘The Pavellon Mine, in the Zacatecas, paid to the Crown, 
as the fifth of its total production during ten years, 2,400,000/., which 
would carry its annual production to 1,200,0007. Don José Mariano 
Fagoago, who directed at a later period the works of this mine, and 
carried out some very extensive operations, derived from them in eight 
months, according to the registers of the Royal Treasury, the immense sum 
of 2,300,0007. But such was the imperfection of the means of reduction, 
&e., which then existed, that Don José was not less than nine years in 
reducing the mineral which he had extracted ineight months. The Abra 
Mine, in the neighbourhood of Guarisamez, in the Zacatecas, under the 
direction of Senor Zambrano, yielded in 25 years, to the King of Spain for 
his fifth, 2,200,0002. Let us further mention the mine of Nuestra Senora 
de Guadaloupe, in the district of Cosala (State of Sinaloa), worked in 1825 
under the direction of Don Francisco Iriarte, who refased to let it to an 
English company for 200,000/., and who did much better with it; at any 
rate, according to his own account. The mine of Agua Caliente, in the 
district of San Ignacio, prospered from 1810 to 1815, when it was worked 
by three families—the Picos, the Nicts, and the Urrias. The yield was 
so rich that there was scarcely a member of these families who had not 
the most ordinary utensils of his household of silver, while the broker 
charged with the sale of the silver produced realised 84002. for his com- 
mission during two years, 

If the Mexican mines yielded in old times such striking results, although 
worked with very imperfect processes, what may be hoped for from them 
when steam and other modern improvements are applied to their develop- 
ment? Nevertheless, there are persons who carry their scepticism so far 
as to call in question the wealth of the mines of Mexico. It must be folly 
or ignorance to do so, and with good government we doubt not that Mexico 
will again deliver very great quantities of the precious metals to the world. 
There is nothing which so checks national progress as individual inse- 
curity, We do not say that the rule which Spain exerted over her South 
American colonies was exactly what it should have been, on the contrary, 
we fear that it was arbitrary, selfish, and unjust; at the same time, it 
must have been better than the violent agitations and discords with which 
this important quarter of the world has, up to the accession of the new 
Emperor, been assailed, to the annihilation of credit and the prostration 
of industry. 








ELECTRICITY IN MINING OPERATIONS. 


The efforts of Messrs. Dumas and Benoit to produce, by the application 
of the electricity obtained from a voltaic pile in combination with a Ruhm- 
8 coil and Giessler tubes, a safety-lamp of practical utility for mining 
purposes has again directed attention to the advantages derivable from the 
employment of electricity in mining operations, Although the proposi- 
tion to apply electricity for lighting mines is one not very likely to prove 
of any advantage, there can be no doubt that for blasting it may become 
one of the most important aids to mining that could be conceived, as it is 
calculated to combine absolute safety with great economy. Messrs. Dumas 
and Benoit propose to use their improved lamp not in ordinary cases, but 
in searching workings, “the air in which, although capable of being re- 
spired, will not support combustion,” and it will be apparent that it is in 
sach cases alone that an electric light of any kind could be employed; but 
the light from one of these lamps is so extremely small (not one-fiftieth of 
that given by a wax candle), whilst their price is so high that they would 
seldom be introduced, even if it did not happen that where the air is so 
id as to be incapable of supporting combustion, a lamp giving only this 
glimmering light would be altogether useless. Writing upon the advan- 
tages of the electric lamp, Mr. Parran, an engineer of considerable expe- 
Tience, states that he considers the lamp applicable in those exceptional 
cases where the ordinary lamps become perfectly useless, and instances, as 
an example, the case of its being required to push on indispensable work- 
ings incapable of thorough ventilation, but in which the air, although fit 
» 0€ Tespired, is incapable to support combustion. Where are these work- 
ings to be found ? 
of alluding to an accident at the Lalle Mine, Mr. Parran states that one 
the Principal difficulties met with in endeavours to rescue some workmen

To turn to the consideration of blasting by electricity, we believe it is 
much more practicable, not however with the arrangement proposed by 
Messrs. Dumas and Benoit, but a far more simple and economic one, of | 
which mention has already been made in the Mining Journal—we allude | 
to that introduced by Prof. Wheatstone and Mr. Abel, of Woolwich Dock- | 

ard. The cost of the material and apparatus for electric blasting by Messrs. 
Gomes and Benoit’s apparatus is 36/.; whilst the Wheatstone and Abel 
apparatus cost less than one-fourth. Indeed Mr. Wm. Ladd, the philoso- 
phical instrument maker of Beak-street, Regent-street, who has (by per- 
mission of the Secretary of State for War) been appointed sole manufac- 
turer of the patent fuses, is at present selling an elegant magneto-electric 
machine of great portability, and of very ample power for firing the fuses, 
for 72. 7s. Considering the advantage which must result from the intro- 
duction of electric blasting, Mr. Ladd is now making a less highly-finished, 
though equally powerful, machine, which he will be enabled to sell for 
41. 4s., and as the fuses are now supplied at 4s. 6d. per dozen, blasting 
will be conducted as cheaply by electricity, with absolute safety, as with 
the dangerous powder fuses at present in use. ‘That the new fuse pos- 
sesses important advantages over those hitherto in use cannot be doubted, 
and it will, probably, be found ere long that electric fuses are an effectual 
preventive of accidents in collieries from the ignition of the coal through 
carelessness, and in metalliferous mines from the mis-firing, or supposed 
mis-firing, now so frequent. It will be remembered that after the most 
careful experiments magneto-electricity was found to give the best result, 
and that the fuse itself is a modification of the Statham fuse, the principal 
difference being the substitution of a sub-phosphide of copper for the sul- 
phide used by Statham. The results obtained with the improved compo- 
sition were as near as may be perfect, and hence the satisfactory opinions 
that have been given in every instance in which they have been used. The 
great advantage of the electric fuse is that it cannot be accidentally fired 
in tamping, and that the ignition is effected by an electric spark only, the 
lighting of the fuse by flame when ready for firing being positively impos- 
sible, the only means of communication between the ignition portion of 
the fuse and the exterior of the bore-hole being a thin copper wire. The 
machine by which the fuse is lighted is a small magneto-electric machine 
(no battery being required), as portable as a safety-lamp; it is no more 
likely to get out of order than a wheelbarrow, and can be as easily repaired. 








Tuer Copper Trape.—Mr. J. Pitcairn-Campbell, of Liverpool, reports— 
A healthy and active demand has continued for English copper during the past fortnight, 
both consumption ard export ; and for ore and regulus, being scarce, extreme prices may 
be looked for some time to come. Ifa large proportion of the stock of the raw material 
was in this shape, instead of in bars, and could be transferred into smelters’ hands, reaction 
might be more speedily looked for; but distributed in so many hands, the heavy quan- 
tity of bars will be found an embarrassment, as shipments, too, from the West Coast 
continue large.
